ture of his parents or guardians. Tho 
federal pay in the army Is $15 a month 
and there is now a bill

senate to make it $30 a month, wlv'o 
the stato throws in an additional $10 
note each month. 
Married men are 
barred from enlisting.- Tliero is a great 
demand for enlistments in 
the 
engi- 
neer corps and of course special qual- 
ifications are required for thin branch 
of the service.. Commercial telegraph 
operators arc also badly needed ami 
those who enlist are rated as first class 
sergeants. 
.Upon enlisting a 
man may 
select

for, 
providing the

low frequency using metallic wires 
as a medium, tlic two principles em 
bodying their respective factors, 
believe there is an endless field to 
nev:'discoveries yet to come, hidden 
away in Nature's archives.

certain landowners which are held lor 
shooting "or hunting; purposes. 


Moreover, many of these landlords 


have numerous 
tenants whom they 


hold in a state of subjection border 
ing on servitude not only in politics 
but in religion. Unless they vote as 
their landlord desires, and unless they 
attend his church they are subjected 
to a form ot persecution 
resembling 


what prevailed in Ireland some fifty 
years ago. 


The aristocracy is treading on thin 


ice -when it holds out any lands from 
economic use at this time of peril to 
the empire. 


There is a probability that in the
